Not all aeronautical development 

during the war has been limited to 
destruction and death-dealing de- 
vices. A great many of the devel- 
opments have been for safety and 
accuracy in flight and will be ap- 
plicable to peacetime aviation: 
- Radar, in contrast with its de- 
struction-dealing wartime role, will 
serve peacetime aviation as a de- 
tection device for obstructions en- 
countered in flight during poor fly- 
ing conditions, 

The automatic pilot, which has 
as one of its wartime jobs the re- 
sponsibility of keeping the aero- 
plane on an even keel during bomb- 
ing operations, will: be used to af- 
ford a respite from routine piloting 
to peacetime aviators during mo- 
notonous flights.

HODGE IS ATTORNEY 

Raymond E. Hodge, San Ber- 
nardino, is attorney for the for- 
mer pastor of the Missionary Bap- 
tist church here and president and 
general manager of the Ussher- 
Davis Foundation. 

The defendants are given 10 
days in which to answer the sum- 
mons. 

A lengthy and detailed review 
of Mr. Davis’ activities prior to 
his arrest on February 18 is giv- 
en by the attorney. At the time 
of his arrest, Mr. Davis’ actual 
and anticipated income was ap- 
proximately $14,000 a year, ac- 
cording to the documentary reci- 
tation. 

As pastor of the local Baptist 
church he was receiving a Ssal- 
ary of $200 a month. As “repre- 
sentative and agent for Stamps- 
Baxter Music Co. in the sale of 
religious music books and sub- 
scriptions,” he received an income 
of approximately $100 a month. 
His evangelistic work throughout 
the state resulted in an “income 
of approximately $1,000 a year,” 
it ig cite. Mr. Davis also acted 
as manager of the “Golden Voice 
Quartette”, and “was to receive 
during 1944 an income of approx- 
imately $2,400”. As author and 
publisher of various books, pam- 
phlets and other religious mater- 
}ial and Mr. Davis received from 
lthe sale “thereof an income of 
approximately $500 a year.” Mr. 
Davis, according to the attor- 
ney’s document, had contracted 
with the Southern Baptist con- 
vention and was to receive a sal- 
ary commencing December, 1944, 
of $300 a month. As president of 
the Ussher Foundation, Inc., and 
general manager of the proper- 
ties here, Mr. Davis was to re- 
ceive a-salary of $300 a month, 
the summons explains. ‘ 

FORECLOSURE STARTED 

The corporation, with Miss Us- 
sher as secretary, acquired the 
Mont Vista resort property Sep- 
tember 8, 1943, from Mr. and Mrs. 
Kisner with a down payment of 
$7,500, it is recorded.’ Monthly 
| payments were specified and on 
July 1, 1944, the sum of $2,500 
was to have been ptid, according 
to the document, which also re- 
ports that this stipulation was 
not met and that foreclosure pro- 
{ceedings were started August 18 
aes “and that by reason of 
the aforesaid acts, the plaintiff 
(Davis) hgs been deprived of his 
| properties.”

dicted by the federal grand jury 
for the crime of impersonating a 
federal agent, by reason whereof 
the, plaintiff was arrested and 
imprisoned until April 23.” Davis 
was acquitted of the charge. 

The name of Judge Fred H, 
Jacobs appears frequently in the 
document since he issued the war- 
rants and presided at the hear- 
ings. 

Davis charges as the result of 
his arrest by Chief Mueller and
